One of the numbers of the program con- 
sisted of a series of moving pictures. While 
the operator was exhibiting these a film 
caught fire and the blaze was quickly com- 
municated to some bunting which had been 
used for decorative purposes. 

In an incredibly short time the flames 
spread to all parts of the structure. 


Zew Exits, and Those Choked. 
There were but three narrow exits, and the 


panic stricken audience rushed to them, 
many persons falling, to be crushed to death, 
their bodies choking the way to escape for 
others. 

Owing to the rapidity with which the fire 
spread and ite intense heat, it was impos- - 
ible to attempt rescue work, and those im- 
prisoned were roasted alive, as the fire

The efforts of the fire department were con- 
fined’ to attempting to have the adjoining 
buildings. The firemen succeeded so well 
that the property loss was small. 

“The telegraph office, postoffice and custom 
house were damaged, but all of the govern- 
memt’s records and registered mail were 
saved. ; 

Pitiful scenes of grief were witnessed on the 
streets of the city. Men, women, and chil- 
dren wandered from place to place hunting 
for relatives or friends. 

Prominent Persons Among Dead. 

Many of the dead are from the first fam- 
ilies of the state, the affair at the theater 
being a social event of considerable impor- 
tance and calling out the wealthiest ene 
oldest families for miles around. 

In some instances whole families were 
wiped out of existence. _ 

The municipal authorities today caused 
large trenches to be dug, and into these the 
bodies of the dead were laid. 

Identification of the~dead has been impos- 
sible, the bodies having been burned in most 
cases to a crisp. 

City Noted for Its Harbor. 

Acapuico is on the Pacific coast 231 miles 
southwest of the City of Mexico, of which 
it formerly was the Pacific port on account 
of the excellence of its harbor, it being land 
locked.

The entire machinery of Cook ‘county's

He has held the Feb- 
ruary grand jury over its allotted period for 
the express purpose of giving a full hearing 
to these charges and he has told the con- 
tractors to produce the proof of their asser- 
tions. 


‘Will Summon Witnesses. 


So that no story of extortion or biack- 
mai], large or small, might escape the ears of 
the inquisitors, he prepared a long list of 
prominent contractors and officials of organi- 
zations who have interested themselves in 
the Madden metter, and will summon them to 
appear before him todmy.

Maude Welland, 18 years of age, 8042 Sagi- 
naw avenue, identified Gagle in the police 
station as the man who appeared at her 
home Dec. 29 ahd asked her to work for him 
for a few weeks on his farm near Glen Park, 
Ill. He said his wife was Ul and offered her 
$87 a week. He had been directed to the 
place by Charles Valentine, Seventy-ninth 
street and Exchange avenue. 

Girl Lured to Country. 

He took the girl first to Hammond, Ind., and 
then walked her four miles to a lonely place 
in the country. There, she alleges, the at- 
tack took place. She claims he threatened 
her with death and she feared to complain to 
a man they met shortly afterward. 

She told her story immediately on arriving 
at her home and the police started to week 
on the case. They decided that the crim- 
inal was a former employé of William M. 
Lodman, a farmer near Tolleston. At one 
time they missed catching him only by one 
hour at Chicago Heights.

Outside 
of the question of perjury, an oath adminis- 
tered to him and putting the statement un- 
der oath would not make the question of 
truth or falsity any different. 

“Those reports and the books were fal- 
sified either to cover up steals or to mis 
lead the public t6 get credit and mvite in- 
vestment into the stock of the company.. 

Either the high officials themselves falsi- 
fied the books and reports because they 
profited by such falsification themselves. or 
they ordered men under them to do 60. or 
the employés stole money and made false 
reports to cover their thefts. It has not been 
shown, suggested, or intimated that any of 
the employés stole money and to cover up 
hie thefts made the false reports. Until that 
is shown the other contention stands. 

“The question of a motive in this case 
exists like in other thefts. A man steal- 
ing for himself had a motive for falsifying 
the reports and books. A man falsifying 
them orders would have no motive, 
but merely seek to oblige his employer.

Another requirement of the bill to be 
submitted to the general assembly is that 
no application for a stock or bond issue 
shall be considered unless the consent of 
the owners of two-thirds of the stock of 
the corporation shall be alleged. That 
would not be an unreasonable requirement. 
If it had been made the law years ago 
the rights of minority stockholders would 
have been better protected. It would 
ie. deprived the men who have ruled 
ds through’ their control of a slight ma 
pono of the stock of power they have 
often abused. 

There should be no opposition by the 
railroad interests of Illinois to the legisla- 
tion regarding stock and bond issues. The 
constitution calls for it. The investors in 
the securities of Illinois roads should 
speak out in favor of legislation which 
would be manifestly for their benefit, 


FETICH WORSHIP. 

Tue gentlemen who resoundingly de- 
clare they will not be parties “to a con- 
spiracy to violate the constitution” are 
less heroic than they imagine themselves. 
Doubtless they expect a place in history 
for this stern ‘resolution, and they may 
achieve it, but not as they expect.

The way to dis- 
credit the constitution is to do exactly 
what these austere protestants do— that 
is, interpret its provisions without consid- 
eration of or respect for the ends they 
sought to achieve. 

There is no doubt in any one’s mind as 
to the intention of this constitutional pro- 
hibition, and there is no shadow of fear 
in apy one’s mind that the enabling of 
Senator Knox will serve ae a precedent, 
or can be made to serve as a precedent, 
for any actual breach of the constitution.

Sir William Neville Abdy, whose engage- 
ment to the widow of the late Gen. George 
Palmer Robinson has just been announced, is 
a baronet of mature age, who can boast of 
matrimonial experiences more extraordinary 
than those that fall to the of most men. 
He has already been twice married. The 
first Lady Abdy was an Austrian, or, rather, 
a Bohemian, of the name of Marie Therese 
Petritzka, who is generally understood to 
have been at one time an inmate of the 
seraglio of the sultan. 

Escaping from the padishah’s home at 
Constantinople, she turned up in London, 
figured in the cause célébre of the sculptor, 
Richard Belt, against Sir Charles Lawes, as 
a friend of the former, and again a year later 
Im the criminal t brought by Sir William 

against Belt for having swindled him 
by meatis of paste 
Jewelry. Although Baroness Petritzka, as 
she called: herself, seems to have been some- 
thing of a confidante of the Belt in the 
fraud, for which he was sentenced to a term 
of penal servitude, since the jewels were said 


to have been brought by her from the sultan’s 


harem, yet Sir William was foolish enough 
to marry her after the trial.

The union did not last long. They soon 
separated, and thereupon commenced for 
him the most extraordinary persecution that 
it is possible to conceive. Almost insane 
with jealousy, she was forever suing him for 
divorce, usually without a shadow of evi- 
dence, and on frequent occasions Sir William, 
as her husband, was compelled to pay heavy 
damages for slanders which she had circu- 
lated concerning women upon whom he had 
never set eyes. 

The well known actress, Florence St. John, 
obtained from him $10,000 in this way in court, 
while a still more remarkable case was that 
of a South American widow, Mme. de Beni- 
ten. The latter traveled all the way from 
Buenos Aires to London when cited by the 
late Lady Abdy as co-respondent in the di- 
vorce suit against her husband, and was able 
to prove to the complete and full satisfac- 
tion of the court that she had never set eyes 
upon Sir William Abdy in her life, She ex- 
plained that the reason which had led her to 
journey s0 far to respond to the subpcena of 
the court was to put an end to the extraordi- 
nary persecution to which she had been sub- 
jected throughout eight years by Lady Abdy, 
who, although a perfect stranger to her, had 
pursued her all over Europe and South Amer- 
ica with charges of too great intimacy with 
| Sir Wiltiam—charges which were embar-

‘others, this Austrian born Lady Abdy died 


in 1902, and in the same year Sir William, 
terribly crippled by a hunting accident, al- 
lowed himself to be inveigled into another 
marriage, with a woman of the name of Eliza 
Beach, of infamous past and of money grasp- 
ing, violent, and drunken habits. Sir Will- 
fam had no difficulty in obtaining a divorce 
from her in the summer of 1905, after a trial 
of the most revolting and unsavory char- 
acter. 

Now Sir William is about to risk matri- 
mony for the third time, and the new Lady 
Abdy will be handicapped throughout, the 
remainder of her days by the unfortunate 
notoriety brought upon the name and title 
by her two predecessors in the affections of 
Sir William. 

Sir William, who has no children, has as 
heir to his baronetcy his younger ‘brother, 
Anthony, who was badly wounded in the 
South African war, served for a number of 
years in the Second Life Guards, and was 
likewise for a time military attaché of the 
British embassy at Vienna, 
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The Abdys are an old Yorkshire family, 
but have been settled for near 800 years in 
Essex, at Albyns, a charming old place not 
far from Romford. There was an Anthony 
Abdy who was sheriff of London in the reign 
of Charles I., and each of his three sons was 
created a baronet. These baronetcies all be- 
came extinct at the end of the eighteenth 
century, with the death of Sir William Abdy, 
and his estates went to his nephew, the Rev. 
Thomas Rutherford, who, on succeeding to 
the property, assumed, in accordance with 
his uncle's will, the surname and arms of 
Abdy. His grandson, Thomas Abdy, was 
ereated a baronet in 1850 for political serv- 
ices 

The Abdy estates represent an income of 
some $150,000 a year, from which it will be 
seen that Sir William, who was formerly in 
the diplomatic service out in China, is ex- 
ceedingly well off, and, despite his being 
crippled, is a great matrimonial catch—at 
any rate from a financial point of view.

The lowest present first class passenger 
rate Chicago to Los Angeles or San Francisco 
is $59.20. The rates are the same on all the 
railroads. The return fare is $1 less, There 
is a nine months’ return trip fare Chicago to 
these points, with stopover privileges, at $110, 
These are the only first.class rates. 

Tue TRIBUNE of Feb. 9 published an adver- 
tisement of the Wabash quoting a nine 
months’ tourist ticket Chicago to Mexico and 
City of Mexico for $80.96 and a short limit 
ticket for $50. 

For $89.96 one can travel to the City of Mex- 
ico and return, which trip is perhaps a thou- 
sand miles longer than the trip from Chicago, 
to Los Angeles and return; while the lowest 
cost Of the latter trip is $110, the trip from 
Chicago to Los Angeles and return costing 
$20.05 more than the much longer trip from 
Chicago to City of Mexico and return.
